The school tax cut in prospect is a particularly welcome 
surprise. 

Less than two months ago, Homfeld reported to the 
district board of trustees than an.election to permit an in- 
crease of 50 cents in the tax rate was likelyto be necessary. 

At that time he based his conclusions on the growth of the 
district’s school-age population and declared, ‘Unless a sub- 
stantial increase in assessed valuation or some other source 
of revenue is found, the additional fax will be needed to cover 
educational needs of the district.’ 

The “substantial increase’’ has been found, with county 
valuation figures expected to up about 46 per cent, and for- 
tunately the increase is so large that not only has the expected 
increase been avoided, but we can now hope for a 20-cent 
reduction. 


Partly this is because of the rela- 


Until this year we could make 
the statement that property was 
valued for taxation in San Mateo 
county on a lower basis than in 
San Francisco only as an observ- 
ation. 

The State Board of Equalization 
however, has made a study of the 
basis of valuat:on for tax purposes 
in the various counties this year, 
and officially finds that San Fran- 
cisco assesses property a little over 
51 per cent higher than does our 
county. 

Thus, a home here that is assess- 
ed for $3,000 would be assessed for 
$4,550 were it in San Francisco. 

San Francisco’s tax rate this year 
is $6.19. If, however, property were 
valued on the same basis as in San 
Mateo county, the tax rate would 
have to be $9.38 to raise the same 


amount of money.

Government-paid transportation 
is provided by Ccngress for de- 
pendents and household effects of 
both Korean and World War II 
servicemen officially reported in- 
jured, dead, missing for 30 days or 
more, interned, or captured, he 
noted. 

“A typical case,” he said, “is that 
cf a serviceman’s dependents who 
keep on living at his last duty sta- 
tion when he goes overseas.

“If the serviceman is later list- 
ed as a casualty and his depend- 
ents decide to return to their 
permanent home, they can re- 
quest government transportation. 
If they pay for the travel them- 
selves, they can apply for reim- 
bursement.” 

Granger said dependents who ap- 
ply for reimbursement can use the 
Government’s standard Form 1012, 
known as “Vcucher for Per Diem 
or Reimbursement for Expense In- 
cident to Official Travel.” In ad- 
dition, the Army and Air Force, al- 
so require this information: 

Army proof of the serviceman'’s 
casualty status and a certificate 
showing names, ages, and relation- 
ship of his dependents. 

Air force serviceman’s status, 
serial number and organization, 
plus dependent’s names and proof 
of their dependency, should be 
sent to the base where the sefv- 
iceman was stationed. 

If he was overseas, applications 

should go to the Director of Trans- 
portation, Land Transportation di- 
vision, U. S. air force, Washington, 
D. C.

Good quality thread, nicely fin- 
ished bindings and good construc- 
tion make the task of washing them 
a joy for there is usually no need 
for repairs. 

Vacuum cleaning before washing 


will help immensely in removing | 


much of the loose soil which gath- 
ers. Use an attachment around the 
seams and bindings. 

Close zippers before laundering, 
and baste pleats in place to save 


time during the pressing. Only one | 


large piece should be placed in the 
washer at one time, then run for 
five minutes. 

Arms and backs, as well as those 
edges near the floor may need to 
be rubbed with soap jelly before 
the laundering because of their 
heavy soil and stain. Just rub in 
thoroughly before placing in the 
washer, 

Thin starch enhances many cot- 
ton slipcovers which have become 
flimsy and lacking in body. 

If desired, when still damp, put 
the slipcover on the furniture and 
stretch to shape. Some can be 
pressed right on the furniture. If 
not, press out wrinkles on Slipcover, 
iron, and then place on furnidure 
while stil! damp so that you can 
Stretch it to fit if necessary. 


Washing Wocdwerk
